All Clear 3— Listening and Speaking is the new edition of All Clear! Advanced. 
Because the material in All Clear 3 focuses on listening, speaking, pronunciation, 
culture, and public speaking in addition to idioms, this revised text would be 
appropriate in the following types of classes at the advanced level: 
listening/speaking, idioms, vocabulary, and pronunciation. 

It was in the early 1980s when I wrote the first All Clear, which focused on 
idioms, and it is refreshing today to see such great interest in teaching with a 
lexical approach. While the initial focus of each lesson in this text is on lexical 
chunks of language (idioms and other expressions), students gain practice in all 
skill areas: listening, speaking, pronunciation, grammar, reading and writing. 

It is well-known that in Listening/Speaking classes, it can be difficult to give 
homework and test and grade students because of the nature of the many open- 
ended activities. The inclusion of idioms in these classes brings in more concrete 
language material that can be easily assigned as homework and subsequently 
assessed. 


All Clear 3 


* exposes students to conversational situations that can serve as a basis for 
conversation practice, often with a cross-cultural focus. 

¢ provides many structured and communicative activities for speaking, listening, 
grammar, writing, pronunciation and public speaking practice. 

¢ teaches students to recognize and produce high-frequency idioms and 
expressions. 

¢ contextualizes the study of pronunciation by integrating it with the study of idioms. 


All Clear 3 starts with an Icebreaker activity, and is then divided into eight 


lessons, four review sections, a pronunciation section, and nine appendices. 


The Icebreaker 


To get to know each other, students mill around and ask each other questions based 
on information taken from student questionnaires completed in the previous class 


meeting. A sample questionnaire and sample Find Someone Who... activity are provided. 


The Lessons 


The lessons integrate listening, speaking, pronunciation, grammar, and writing, 
while focusing on teaching common expressions. Throughout each lesson, 
students are given opportunities to be very active and involved learners. Varied 
activities and numerous visuals are designed to reach students with a range of 


learning styles. 


x | To the Teacher 


It is possible to move through the text in random order. Each lesson is 
independent, except in one area: pronunciation. If you plan to make 
pronunciation a substantial component of your course, you might prefer to 
follow the lessons in order because the pronunciation points build upon one 
another. The pronunciation part of each lesson appears in a separate section 
towards the back of the text. 

You might want to start with Lesson I, as it has more detailed instructions 
than the other lessons.

Choosing the Idiom (fill-in): This exercise brings together what students have 
worked on in the preceding three exercises—recognizing which expression to 


use (meaning) and providing it in the proper grammatical form.* 


Sentence Writing: In this guessing game activity, students have the 


opportunity to use the new expressions in individual sentences. 


Dictation: For more listening practice, students listen to a summary of 
the introductory conversation using reported speech. Key words are 


provided to help with spelling.* 


Focus on Communication 


Questions for Discussion and/or Writing: In this communicative 
exercise, students work in a small group or mill around and ask their 
classmates a variety of questions, some of which are based on the lesson 
theme, and some of which require the use of idioms. To make this a 
writing activity, students can write their own or other students’ responses 


to the questions. 


Role Play or Write a Dialogue: Students role play or write a dialogue 


based on a cartoon. 


Connection to the Real World: This two-part exercise is the culmination 
of the entire lesson. 


A. Culture and Language on the Internet: Students make speeches, 


participate in panel discussions, or listen to guest speakers. To find 


material for their presentations, students search websites related to the 
lesson theme or related to idioms, proverbs, quotations, urban 
legends, phrase origins, or euphemisms. 


B. Contact Assignment: Students ask native English speakers to explain 
some phrasal verbs. 


10. Expression Collection: Students keep an inventory of expressions heard 
outside of class. 


Review Sections 


After every two lessons, a “Collocation Match-Up” exercise and a crossword 
puzzle provide students with opportunities for review. 


Pronunciation Section 


This section, most of which focuses on suprasegmentals (stress, intonation and 
rhythm), appears towards the back of the text. This allows the teacher to introduce 
this material if time allows and at whatever time during a lesson that may be 
appropriate. The contexts of the pronunciation exercises come from every lesson, 
providing students with practice of meaning as well as pronunciation. 


Appendices 


Nine appendices provide support and supplementary material for the lessons. 
One new appendix contains speech instructions and feedback forms for 
teacher, peer, and self-evaluations. Other new appendices contain instructions 
for panel discussions and visits by guest speakers.

Welcome to All Clear 3 Listening and Speaking. As you use this text and improve your listening and speaking 


skills, you will also learn idioms and other expressions that are so necessary for effective communication in English. 


Listening and Speaking 
In All Clear 3, you will have many opportunities to practice and develop your listening skills. As you 
listen to conversations, you will listen for main points and details. You will also have the opportunity to 
guess the meanings of new expressions from the contexts of the conversations. In dictations and 
pronunciation exercises, you will have additional listening practice. 

As an advanced student, you would no doubt like to have numerous opportunities to speak in class. 
Many speaking opportunities are built into this text. You will have informal conversations in pairs and 
small groups, and also make formal individual and group presentations to your class. You will use the 


Internet to gather information on such topics as dating customs, homelessness and education. 


About Idioms 


As all students of a foreign language know, it is important to keep adding to your knowledge of vocabulary. 
You probably realize that when you don’t understand what you hear, it is not always because someone is 
speaking too fast. It is often because you don’t know some of the words or expressions being used. 

As you work on increasing your vocabulary, it is best to not focus only on individual words because 
so much vocabulary comes in word groups—in phrases and expressions. Words that naturally go together 
are called collocations. When you learn more and more of these groups of words, you will find that your 
confidence will increase and that you will have the courage to use English more often. 

In All Clear 3, the springboards for listening and discussion come from introductory conversations that 
contain numerous phrases and expressions. Some of these phrases and expressions are “idiomatic” and have 
special meanings. An example of an idiomatic expression is once in a blue moon, which means not often or rarely. 

I've taught students at your level for many years, and have found that the following is what they need 
and want when studying idioms: 


¢ to recognize and use the most common expressions 

¢ to see numerous examples of the expressions in different contexts and in natural language 

¢ to clarify how these expressions resemble or are different from other expressions they’ve heard 

¢ to learn how to pronounce these expressions, not only alone, but also as parts of sentences 

¢ to know the grammar associated with each expression 

¢ to know any particular information about the use of expressions—for example, whether an 
expression is appropriate to say to a boss or a teacher as well as to a best friend 

¢ to have a lot of opportunities to practice using the expressions in both speaking and writing 


If you want to improve your listening and pronunciation skills, have meaningful discussions on topics that 
interest you, increase your vocabulary, and in general increase your confidence in your ability to use 
English, then our goals are the same. 
Good luck to you, and I hope that you find the material in this text to be enjoyable and all clear.

Part 1: Stress in Phrasal Verbs 


Phrasal verbs are composed of verbs + words such as in, on, at, up, down, out, 
and about. Many of these small words are prepositions. Some phrasal verbs have 
three words. 


In these exercises, you will learn to stress (emphasize) the second part of phrasal 
verbs. You will learn in Lesson 2 that we don’t usually stress prepositions and 

other small words. In phrasal verbs, however, we make an exception—we stress 
these words. 


Grammar Points to Remember About Phrasal Verbs 


e When these expressions actually have three words (such as put in for), 
you cannot add words inside the expressions. They cannot be separated. 
They are “inseparable.” 


¢ When these expressions are in the passive voice (such as be put off), they 
cannot be separated. 


¢ When phrasal verbs can be separated, they are called “separable.” You can 
put words between them. For example, 


He bottled up his feelings. She put off her trip. 
He bottled his feelings up. She put her trip off. 


He bottled them up. She put it off. 


Incorrect: 


Notice, when used, a pronoun must come in the middle of the expression. It 
cannot come at the end.

Part 2: Linking in Phrasal Verbs 


To “link” means to connect. In English, we often link words when one word 
ends in a consonant sound and the next word starts with a vowel sound. The 
same happens when a word ends in a vowel sound and the next word starts with 
a consonant sound. This often occurs in phrasal verbs. (For more information 
on and practice with linking, see Lesson 5.) 


Here are examples from Lesson I:

Intonation in Statements 


You stress words that carry the most information, usually nouns, main verbs, 
adjectives, and adverbs. But one of these words will carry the most meaning 
in each phrase, clause, or sentence. That word, in addition to being stressed, 
should also be given the highest intonation (pitch). ‘That word often contains 
new information for the listener. 


Intonation, the rising and falling of your voice, helps you communicate 
meaning. High intonation communicates new information or what you think is 
most important, very high intonation communicates emotional feelings, and 
low intonation indicates that a sentence is ending. If you don’t vary your 
intonation in English, you may give the impression that you are bored, and the 
people listening to you won't necessarily catch your meaning.

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THE MOST COMMON INTONATION PATTERN IN STATEMENTS

English rhythm. This can make your English difficult to understand, even if 
you are using clear pronunciation of sounds and correct grammar and 
vocabulary.

In writing, commas, periods, and other punctuation marks indicate the 
ends of thought groups. These markers help make written language more 
understandable. In speech, changes in pitch and short pauses make our 
spoken language more understandable to our listeners.

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Panel Discussions—Exercise 9A 


In a regular informal panel discussion, participants 
provide information to an audience ona particular 
topic. When a topic is controversial, the discussion 
resembles a debate, with participants taking sides or 
positions. Their discussion is guided by an 
impartial moderator, who makes sure that everyone 
has a chance to speak and that the discussion stays 
on target. This is different from a formal debate, 
in which each participant speaks for a specified 
amount of time and there is less spontaneous give- 
and-take of opinion. 

In the informal debate or panel discussion, 
participants may discuss a controversial subject. 
Typically, those who have the same position sit 
together on one side of the moderator and face an 
audience, as shown below:

Participants, who express their own opinions or 
take on special roles, often interrupt each other, 
which makes it necessary for the moderator to 
“control traffic.” These discussions can become 
very exciting. 

Following a panel discussion, the moderator 
may invite the audience to ask questions and make 
comments to the panel members. 

The suggested procedure for an informal panel 
discussion is as follows: 


Preparation 


I. Each group meets separately to prepare their 


arguments. They brainstorm their points and 
make a list, and they also anticipate the points 
they think the other side will make. The number 
of panel discussions that go on at the same time 


will vary according to the size of the class. 


2. The moderator plans the introduction. It is 


helpful for the moderator to think of his or her 
role as like that of a TV host, who gives 
background information about the guests and 
introduces them. The moderator should 
consult with the teacher about the best way to 
introduce the subject of the discussion. Once 
the moderator is ready, if the groups are still 
preparing, the moderator should visit the 
groups to get an idea of the points they will 
raise. This will make it easier for the moderator 
to prepare some questions in advance. The 
moderator should always keep in mind that she 
or he should not express personal opinions in 


the discussion. 


3. Ifit is possible, arrangements should be made 


to record the discussion. 
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Discussion 


I. The moderator welcomes the audience, gives the 


introduction, and then introduces the panel 
members. (They could wear name tags or have 
signs on their desks that indicate their names 


or roles.) 


2. The moderator then poses a question to the last 


panel member that was introduced. 


3. The moderator “controls traffic,” giving each 
panel member a chance to complete his or her 
thought before the next panel member begins 
speaking. When there is a silence, the 
moderator breaks in to ask prepared, specific 


questions to keep the discussion going. 


4. The moderator clarifies, summarizes, restates, 


or paraphrases arguments when necessary. To 


do this, he or she will have to try to be alert to 
signs of possible misunderstanding or lack of 
comprehension on the part of the audience or 
panel members. 


5. The moderator also tries to keep the discussion 
coherent. That is, ifa speaker brings up a point 
for discussion, and another speaker makes a 
remark totally unrelated to the subject, the 
moderator should interrupt and get the 


discussion back on track. 


6. At the end of the allotted time, the moderator 
summarizes the main points of the discussion. 
The moderator then asks for questions and/or 
comments from the audience and continues to 


“control traffic.”
